m Study eliminates 
discharge option 
in BC wastewater 
system upgrade 


It’s back to the drawing board, or 
at least on to another option, after an 
engineering study concluded that a 
land application method of wastewa- 
ter disposal was not a viable option 
for the City of Boyne City’s planned 
wastewater system improvement 
project. 

According to Larry Fox, represent- 
ing Capital Consultants, the study 
conducted by his firm indicates that 
the land available for such a disposal 
method, approximately 11 acres situ- 
ated adjacent to the existing lagoons 
near the city airport, were not suit- 
able for that particular method of 
wastewater disposal. 

“You need sandy soil permeability 
to allow drainage down through the 
soil to an aquifer,” Fox said. While 
the property has permeable sand at the 
top, underneath, he said, there are 
“varying thicknesses of clay lenses, 
impermeable lenses within the sand.” 

Such lenses, Fox noted, cause wa- 
ter to “move down until it hit the im- 
permeable layer where it stops and 
has to move horizontally until it hits 
permeable sand or the edge of the 
embankment and flows down the side 
of the embankment.” 

The clay tenses would slow the 
expected application rate, Fox contins 
ued, as well as create an increagedt 
potential for erosion and instability. 
“This does not appear to be a practi- 
cal alternative, and that’s the bottom 
line,” Fox said. “This was a very

“That is a very 
intense load for first grade,” Parsons said. “We 
Have two aides in with that teacher, but that is a 
very full room.” This year’s kindergarten class 
consists of 36 students, 

” The current count number for the entire stu- 
dent body sits at 335, up from just 287 students 
in 1999, a gain of 48 students. Seventy-three 
students come to the school through School of 
Choice. 

With the large number of students, cafeteria 
space is also at a premium. “The count num- 
Gers for meals served is the highest it’s ever 
been,” Parsons said. “With that comes a more- 
than-full room.” ° 

A proposed cafeteria addition would expand 
the current cafeteria area to include seating for 
an additional 96 students. 

Other additions include a possible bus garage 
(“that’s been on the list for a long time,” ac- 
cording to Parsons) and a new bus, as well as 
outdoor storage/restrooms, and maintenance 
equipment. 

" On the technology end, new servers and com- 
puters are proposed as part of the project for 
the high school wing. Though computers have 
been upgraded and servers increased since the 
building was constructed, another upgrade, in- 
cluded in this proposed millage, would help the 
school get a jump on ever-advancing technol- 
ogy. “This is the fourth year in this building, 
and they tell us technological capacity doubles 
every nine months now,” Parsons said. ‘This 
is an opportunity to get us back to the cutting 
edge and provide for our students.” 

If implemented, the proposed additions

in stone, but they are for your consideration,” 

Comments from community members present 
were generally supportive, though some voiced * 
concerns over controlling growth and class size. 
“The entire board of education is committed to 
small class sizes, reasonable class sizes.”” board 
president Schwem responded. 

Adding additional classroom space, he noted, 
will actually contribute to keeping the class sizes 
manageable: currently, he said, “If we tell Mark 
[Parsons] or Bill [Aten, school principal] to split 
the size of a class. they say, ‘where are we going 
to put them?” . 

School representatives are scheduled to meet 
with school bonding officials in Lansing on Feb. 
2. after which time the State has 30 days to ap- 
prove the request to go for a bond issue. If ap- 
proved. the process would begin to set up a spe- 
cial schoo! election, likely to take place in raid- 
April. In the meantime, Schwem suggested that 
a BEE (Building Educational Excellence) Proud 
committee, like that which supported the bond 
issue that Jed to the construction of the current 
school building. be reformed.

Prompted by a cut in state funding that 
previously subsidized driver’s education 
for students, the Boyne City Board of 
Education voted to eliminate the school’s 
participation in a driver’s education pro- 
gram. 

According to Boyne City Schools su- 
perintendent Jim Cooper, state-level 
funding totaling $6.1 million previously 
earmarked to subsidize driver's educa- 
hon for public school students has been 
redirected for use in traffic safety en- 
forcement, meaning that, as of Feb. |, 
“there will be no reimbursement to any 
school in the State of Michigan for 
driver’s education.” 

Schools had, prior to the funding cut, 
been reimbursed $90 per student for 
those kids involved in driver’s education, 
an amount then passed on to the students 
as Savings in the total cost of their 
driver’s education. 

The portion paid by the student this 
year has been, said Boyne City High 
School principal Karen Jarema, $287. 

After some discussion on the possibil- 
ity of the district subsidizing a portion

of the total cost for students driver’s edu- 
cation for at least the current semester, 
the board voted 7-0 to eliminate partici- 
pation in the program. 

While board members voiced con- 
cerns about the burden the cuts would 
make on families of students seeking a 
drivers license, it came down, simply, 
to dollars and cents, in a time of lean 
school budgets. — 

“What do we do when Title dollars 
are cut? We quit offering Title pro- 
grams,” Cooper noted. “The board 
doesn’t have to come up with the money 
just because the state didn’t.” 

Though Cooper noted that it was, ul- 
timately, the board’s decision, “We 
ought to weigh ‘what is one more year 
going todo?’ against ‘if we’re out of the 
business, we’re out of the business.” 

Area students will still be able to com- 
plete driver’s education through private 
driving schools, just not on the campus 
of the high school. 

‘I’m confident that students are go- 
ing to have access to driving classes lo- 
cally,” she said.

Friends of the Jordan speak out against gas wells 
proposed in the Jordan Valley Management Area 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Currently there are four pending permit applications to 
drill natural gas wells within the borders of the Jordan Val- 
ley Management Area (JVMA) of the Mackinaw State 
Forest. Two well sites, proposed by Ward Lake Energy of 
Gaylord, Mich, are located in section 7 of Star Township, 
Antrim County. Two other sites, proposed by Kosco En- 
ergy of Traverse City, Mich. are Jocated in section 12 of 
Echo Township, Antrim County. Al four proposed sites 
violate the provisions of the Jordan Valley Management 
Plan JVMP) of 1974. which specifically prohibits oil, gas 
or mineral extraction. 

The Friends of the fordan River Watershed Ine. (FOS) 
supports and abides by the JVMP and is adamantly op- 
posed to these proposed gas wells based on their negative 
environmental impacts. precedent setling intrusion into a 
protected natural area and drainage of public resources. To 
date all previous attempts to drill orl or gas wells on public 
land within the JVMA have been opposed, denied or with- 
drawn. 

Following the ravages of the logging era and the Great 
Depression most of the JVMA reverted to State ownership 
and was allowed to heal. After years of planning and pub- 
lic hearings the Michigan Department of Natural Resources 
(MDNR) formally adopted the consensual JVMP in 1974. 
The principles guiding the management of the JVMA are 
to protect in a near natural setting the exceptionally high 
environmental and aesthetic qualities of the nearly 23.000 
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contiguous acres of public land for tow impact multi-use 
recreation. The success of this plan can. be best summa- 
rized by MDNR’s characterization of the Jordan River 
Valley as the “crown jewel” of Michigan's forest .ecosys- 
lems. 

The industrial-like development associated with drill- 
ing gas wells such as bulldozed well pads, access roads, 
flow lines and processing plants fragments, degrades and 
disturbs fragile forest ecosystems and will negate the mul- 
titudinous efforts invested to preserve this natural treasure. 
FOS understands the desires to extract our energy resources 
and respects the industry's right to do so but pristine places 
like the JVMA should simply be off-limits, That was the 
purpose and intent from the beginning and the provisions 
of the JVMP should be respected and enforced. 

However, despite the public’s overwhelmingly strong 
support to protect this area. coupled with improved over- 
sight by MDNR and MBEQ of a largely responsible tn- 
dustry, certain inherent legal conflicts still exist. At the very 
heart of this controversy is the recurrent issue of severed 
minerals, Michigan's property laws allow separate owner- 
ship of the surface lands and mineral rtghts and also grants 
mineral ownership dominance. The surface of the parcels 
tn question are public owned while the mineral rights are 
privately held and leased. Additionally, for two of the pro- 
posed sites, deed restrictions convey to the mineral owner 
liberties regarding road access and surface use. 

Denial of drilling permits based solely on the wishes of 
the surface owner will likely evoke a takings claim dy the 
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mineral owner reminiscent of Nordhouse Dunes. Con- 
versely,.the mineral owners cannot reasonably expect to 
drill because these leases were purchased long after the 
JVMA received protective status. 

But there is good news. Prudent and feasible alterna- 
tives exist to balance the rights of the mineral owner with 
public's mandate to protect this environment. The State of 
Michigan has the authority to trade mineral rights outside 
the JVMA thereby protecting the mineral owner’s rights 
and preserving the integrity of both the JVMA and JVMP. 
FOJ proposes that these drilling applications first be evalu- 
ated based on the standard criteria of property law, envi- 
ronmental impact and economic viability. If any meet the 
needed criteria for permitting then the State and mineral 
owner should negotiate an equitable trade. The State of 
Michigan owns vast mineral holdings outside sensitive 
protected areas and has the legal authority to trade. Fur- 
thermore, precedent has already been established as a com- 
plex trade was successfully negotiated in the JVMA with 
Lee's Petroleum in 1998. 

The citizens of Michigan expect our leaders to find a 
suitable resolution when so much is at stake. FOJ believes 
the tools for an equitable compromise exist to respect prop- 
erty rights and protect the environment, We sincerely urge 
the participants in these matters to seek the common good 
and avoid long term conflicts, ecological harm and un- 
wanted litigation.
